Hope diamond was sold here to Ned 
McLean, son of John R. McLean, for 
over ?300,000. 
The sale was nego- 


tiated at McLean's residence hy Pierre 
Cartiere o* New York, American rep- 
resentative of the 
firm 
of Cartiere 


Freres of Paris. 


William Sehindle, a former secret 


service man, has been engaged to 
guard the stone. He, in turn., will be 
guarded by Leo Costello and Simeon 
Blake, private detectives. The stone 
will be kept at the McLean mansion 
during the day, and each night will be 
deposited in a safe deposit vault.

••.years the gem at balls and receptions, 
m-rangements have been made to keep 
the safe deposit building open until 
after the function, that the stone may 
be safely stored away. A special auto- 
•nobile has been purchased to convev 
the guards to and from the house to 
the trust company's building.

the famous gem was formerly Evelyn 
Walsh. 
She is the daughter of John 


H. Walsh, millionaire Colorado min- 
ing man. 
Her young son has a gold 


cradle. 


The diamond was brought to this 


country two months ago, the Cartlcres 
having bought it from a syndicate. 
This syndicate, had bought it from an- 
other syndicate that purchased the 
stone from Lord Francis Hope two 
years ago. 


This is the jewel that Miss May 


Yoho wore when she was the wife of 
Lord Francis. It is a wonderful dia- 
mond, as large In its greatest periph- 
ery as a good-sized horse chestnut, 
and weighs 44% carats. It is distin- 
guished from all other diamonds, be-, 
ing exquisitely blue in color. 


The diamond will be worn by Mrs. 


McLean as a head ornament arranged 
in a bandeau, the large stone-being 
placed Immediately in front, with oth- 
er diamonds of lesser size studding the 
setting bands. It is cut in triangular 
form. 


Tlie Hope 
diamond was brought 


from India in the seventeenth century 
by the noted traveler, Tavernier, and 
sold to Louis XIV, King of France, 
who.had it cut to suit his taste. 
It 


remained among the crown jewels of 
France until the revolution in 1792, 
then was sold to Hope, who was at 
that time, the foremost banker of Eng- 
land, and it remained in the Hope 
famile- until sold by Lord Francis. It 
then become the property of Abdul 
Hamid, the deposed Sultan, of Turkey,

Ground limestone applied al Hie rate 
of from 1.000 lo 10,000 pounds per acre 
neulrallr.es the acid and Increases the 
supply of available cnlclnm. thus ren- 
dering the soil more hospitable lo le- 
gumes. Inoculation.lo insure the pres- 
ence of bacteria also is sometimes nec- 
essary. Legumes that do not form tu- 
bercles on their roots do not fix nitro- 
gen. Each legume has its own special 
bacleria. Soil taken from a spot in 
wh|ch sweet clover is established can 
be used in inoculating for 
alfalfa, 


these legumes having a common or- 
ganism to serve them in deriving nitro- 
gen from (he air. About 100 pounds of 
Foil per acre Is sufficient. H should be 
obtained from a successful field or 
plot i••' the particular legume which It 
is desired lo grow.—Breeder's Gazelle.
